Me Carthy Bases Presidential 
on Viet Policy Opposition 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Sen. 
Eugene J. McCarthy launched 
his presidential campaign today 
on a platform of opposition to 
U.S. policy in Vietnam and said 
there is “ a good possibility” 
someone other than President 
Johnson will be the Democratic 
nominee in 1968. 
McCarthy told a news confer­ 
ence if he is not the man. it 
could be Sen. Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy, D.N.Y. 
The senator from Minnesota 
announced he will enter four, 
possibly six, presidential pri­ 
maries in 1968. 
“ I think there’s a good chance 
we can win two or three prim ar. 
ies,” he said. 
McCarthy denied he is enter­ 
ing the prim aries as a stalking 
horse to clear the way for Rob­ 
ert Kennedy. But he said Kenne­ 
dy might fall heir to support 
built up by his campaign. 
The prim aries McCarthy said 
he will enter: Wisconsin April 2, 
Nebraska May 14, Oregon May 
28 and California June 4. 
McCarthy said he will 
an­ 
nounce in two or three weeks 
whether he also will enter the 
prim aries in New 
Hampshire 
March 12 
and 
Massachusetts 
April 30. 
McCarthy said he expects to 
be a candidate in one or the oth­ 
er, perhaps both, so that his 


drawing power will be tested in 
all parts of the nation. 
McCarthy said the challenge 
to Johnson will be carried to the 
Democratic national convention 
next year no matter what the 
outcome of the prim aries. The 
senator said, however, that he 
may not be the man to make the 
final challenge. 
Would he step aside should 
Robert Kennedy drop his cur­ 
rent refusal to enter the race 
and become a candidate? 
“ I don’t 
know 
whether 
it 
would be a question of stepping 
aside. It might be less voluntary 
than that,” McCarthy said. 
He said his determination to 
challenge Johnson 
“ has 
been 
strengthened 
by 
recent 
an. 
nouncements from the adminis­ 
tration of plans for continued es­ 
calation and intensification of 
the war in Vietnam.” 
On the other hand, he contin­ 
ued, there has been an “ absence 
of any positive indications or 
suggestions for a compromise 
or negotiated political 
settle­ 
ment.” 
He expressed 
concern 
that 
“the administration seems to 
have set no limits on the price it 
will pay for military victory.” 
McCarthy said he did not see 
his opposition to Johnson as a 
threat to the unity and strength 
of the party. 


“ The issue of the war in Viet­ 
nam is not a separate issue but 
is one which must be dealt with 
in the configuration of problems 
in which it occurs,” McCarthy 
said. 
He said he was not advocating 
peace at any price but wanted 
“ an honorable, rational and po* 
litical solution to this w ar.” 
He listed what he called war 
costs to date. 
They included “ the physical 
destruction of much of a sm all, 
weak nation by the military op­ 
erations of the most powerful 
nation on this earth.” 
McCarthy 
also cited 
more 
than 16,000 combat dead and 
more 
than 
94,000 
wounded 
among U.S. forces; 100,000 to 
150,000 civilian casualties 
in 
South Vietnam alone and U.S. 
expenditures between $2 billion 
and $3 billion a month. 
And, he asserted, the war has 
resulted in a failure to provide 
adequate funds for such domes­ 
tic programs 
as 
antipoverty, 
housing, education and other na­ 
tional needs. 
The war also 
has 
brought 
about a dangerous rise in infla­ 
tion, McCarthy said, attributing 
the devaluation of the British 
pound to that development. 
“ There is growing evidence of 
a deepening moral 
crisis 
in 
America: discontent, frustration 


and a disposition to extra-legal 
- if not illegal— manifestations 
of protest,” he said. 
McCarthy expressed hope that 
a challenge to Johnson “ may al­ 
leviate the sense of political 
helplessness 
and 
restore 
to 
many people a belief in the pro­ 
cesses of American politics and 
of American government.” 
McCarthy indicated in 
adv­ 
ance that his target list includes 
the prim aries in Wisconsin on 
April 2, Nebraska on May 14, 
Oregon 
on 
May 
28 
and 
California June 4. 
He lists two other prim aries 
as questionable, regarding his 
entry— the opening race in New 
Hampshire on March 12. and 
the April 30 balloting in Massa­ 
chusetts. 
Actually, the races in Wiscon­ 
sin, Nebraska and Oregon are 
automatic 
for 
a 
presidential 
contender because state election 
laws in those states require that 
all candidates, in both parties, 
be listed on the ballot. 
McCarthy hopes to gain a sig­ 
nificant vote against Johnson in 
Wisconsin, 
acknowledges 
he 
may have little success in Ne- 
braska, expresses belief he can 
do well in Oregon. 
That leaves the final contest 
in California, a crucial one in 
McCarthy’s view. He hopes to 
secure the support of the dissi­ 


dent 
California 
Democratic 
Council for his effort there. 
McCarthy 
acknowledges 
the 
task of wresting the nomination 
from an incumbent President is 
virtually 
impossible. 
But 
he 
maintains the Democratic party 
must conduct a campaign de­ 
bate over Vietnam policy. 


Should McCarthy enter 
the 
New Hampshire or Massachu­ 
setts contest, he would be likely 
to face stand-in Democrats run­ 
ning in Johnson’s behalf. 
That was the strategy used by 
the White House in 1964 against 
the prim ary challenge of former 
then-Gov. George C. Wallace of 
Alabama.

The role McCarthy has chosen 
is an ironic one, for the 51-year-

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Me Carthy B ases P residential 
on Viet Policy Opposition 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Sen. 
Eugene J. McCarthy launched 
his presidential campaign today 
on a platform of opposition to 
U.S. policy in Vietnam and said 
there is “ a good possibility” 
someone other than President 
Johnson will be the Democratic 
nominee in 1968. 
McCarthy told a news confer­ 
ence if he is not the man? it 
could be Sen. Robert F, Ken­ 
nedy, D.N.Y. 
The senator from Minnesota 
announced he will enter four, 
possibly six, presidential pri­ 
maries in 1968. 
“ I think there’s a good chance 
we can win two or three prim ar­ 
ies,” he said. 
McCarthy denied he is enter­ 
ing the prim aries as a stalking 
horse to clear the way for Rob­ 
ert Kennedy. But he said Kenne­ 
dy might fall heir to support 
built up by his campaign. 
The prim aries McCarthy said 
he will enter: Wisconsin April 2, 
Nebraska May 14, Oregon May 
28 and California June 4. 
McCarthy said he will 
an­ 
nounce in two or three weeks 
whether he also will enter the 
prim aries in New 
Hampshire 
March 12 
and 
Massachusetts 
April 30. 
McCarthy said he expects to 
be a candidate in one or the oth­ 
er, perhaps both, so that his 


drawing power will be tested in 
all parts of the nation. 
McCarthy said the challenge 
to Johnson will be carried to the 
Democratic national convention 
next year no matter what the 
outcome of the prim aries. The 
senator said, however, that he 
may not be the man to make the 
final challenge. 
Would he step aside should 
Robert Kennedy drop his cur­ 
rent refusal to enter the race 
and become a candidate? 
“ I don’t know 
whether 
it 
would be a question of stepping 
aside. It might be less voluntary 
than that,” McCarthy said. 
He said his determination to 
challenge Johnson 
“ has 
been 
strengthened 
by 
recent 
an­ 
nouncements from the adminis­ 
tration of plans for continued es­ 
calation and intensification of 
the war in Vietnam.” 
On the other hand, he contin­ 
ued, there has been an “ absence 
of any positive indications or 
suggestions for a compromise 
or negotiated political 
settle­ 
ment.” 
He expressed 
concern 
that 
“ the administration seems to 
have set no limits on the price it 
will pay for military victory.” 
McCarthy said he did not see 
his opposition to Johnson as a 
threat to the unity and strength 
of the party. 


“ The issue of the war in Viet­ 
nam is not a separate issue but 
is one which must be dealt with 
in the configuration of problems 
in which it occurs,” McCarthy 
said. 
He said he was not advocating 
peace at any price but wanted 
“ an honorable, rational and po* 
litical solution to this w ar.” 
He listed what he called war 
costs to date. 
They included “ the physical 
destruction of much of a small, 
weak nation by the military op­ 
erations of the most powerful 
nation on this earth.” 
McCarthy 
also 
cited 
more 
than 15,000 combat dead and 
more 
than 
94,000 
wounded 
among U.S. forces; 100,000 to 
150,000 civilian casualties 
in 
South Vietnam alone and U.S. 
expenditures between $2 billion 
and $3 billion a month. 
And, he asserted, the war has 
resulted in a failure to provide 
adequate funds for such domes­ 
tic programs 
as 
antipoverty, 
housing, education and other na­ 
tional needs. 
The war also 
has 
brought 
about a dangerous rise in infla­ 
tion, McCarthy said, attributing 
the devaluation of the British 
pound to that development. 
“ There is growing evidence of 
a deepening moral 
crisis 
in 
America: discontent, frustration 


and a disposition to extra-legal 
— if not illegal— manifestations 
of protest,” he said. 
McCarthy expressed hope that 
a challenge to Johnson “ may al­ 
leviate the sense of political 
helplessness 
and 
restore 
to 
many people a belief in the pro­ 
cesses of American politics and 
of American government.” 
McCarthy indicated in 
adv­ 
ance that his target list includes 
the prim aries in Wisconsin on 
April 2, Nebraska on May 14, 
Oregon 
on 
May 
28 
and 
California June 4. 
He lists two other prim aries 
as questionable, regarding his 
entry— the opening race in New 
Hampshire on March 12, and 
the April 30 balloting in Massa­ 
chusetts. 
Actually, the races in Wiscon­ 
sin, Nebraska and Oregon are 
automatic 
for 
a 
presidential 
contender because state election 
laws in those states require that 
all candidates, in both parties, 
be listed on the ballot. 
McCarthy hopes to gain a sig. 
nificant vote against Johnson in 
Wisconsin, 
acknowledges 
he 
may have little success in Ne- 
braska, expresses belief he can 
do well in Oregon. 
That leaves the final contest 
in California, a crucial one in 
McCarthy’s view. He hopes to 
secure the support of the dissi­ 


dent 
California 
Democratic 
Council for his effort there. 
McCarthy 
acknowledges 
the 
task of wresting the nomination 
from an incumbent President is 
virtually 
impossible. 
But 
he 
maintains the Democratic party 
must conduct a campaign de­ 
bate over Vietnam policy. 


Should McCarthy enter 
the 
New Hampshire or Massachu­ 
setts contest, he would be likely 
to face stand-in Democrats run- 
ning in Johnson’s behalf. 
That was the strategy used by 
the White House in 1964 against 
the primary challenge of former 
then-Gov. George C. Wallace of 
Alabama. 


In New 
Hampshire, the ad­ 
ministration stand-in could be 
Gov. John W. 
King or 
Sen. 
Thomas J. McIntyre. 


The role McCarthy has chosen 
is an ironic one, for the 51-year- 
, old Democrat was among the 
men Johnson hinted he might 
want as a vice presidential run­ 
ning mate in the 1964 election. 
McCarthy clearly would have 
liked the job and a brochure he 
put out at the time included this 
quote about him from Johnson:

WILL YOU COLLECT 
SOCIAL SECURITY? 
Thirty years ago, the Federal Insurance Con­ 
tributions Act, better known as social security, 
went into effect. 
It was intended to provide a 
minimum floor of financial security to cushion 
the years of reduced earning power after re­ 
tirem ent. 
It has withstood all objections raised 
against it — objections centering on its being 
an invasion of free enterprise, of the em ployee’s 
r i g h t to 
decide how much he wished to set 
aside for his retirem ent and to choose his own 
retirem ent plan. 
Employers who felt it to be a 
costly and needless additional expense to business, 
and not the American way of doing things, have 
com e to accept it. 
Social security has become the greatest social 
w elfare program ever undertaken involving some 
180 m illion U. S. citizens. 
The appalling fact 
is that most of the people now under social 
security, and those paying the taxes to support 
it, probably do not realize that they are not buying 
an insurance policy, that they have no contract 
of any sort which guarantees payment of benefits 
of any certain amount, that funds are not set 
aside for the payments of benefits and that 
current benefits are paid out of current social 
security taxes or from funds which the govern­ 
ment borrows. 
If obligations to pay benefits 
outrun the willingness of working people to pay 
taxes and budgetary lim itations prevent other 
financing, Congress can, at any tim e, change 
the law to redistribute, withdraw or discontinue 
benefits conferred. The fact is that the descrip­ 
tion of the program given in the official booklet 
“ Your Social Security” to the effect that 9 out of 
10 working people, “ are now building protection 
for them selves and their fam ilies under the 
Social Security program” and that “ the amount 
w ill depend on your average earnings” is just 
plain poppycock. 
C harles Stevenson, a senior editor of The Read­ 
e r ’s D igest, has raised the question, “ How Secure 
Is Your Social Security?” 
This is a question 
that concerns every one of us. 
First consider 
cost. 
The top amount paid into the government 
annually 10 years ago for a covered worker was 
$189. Now' it is $580.80, and presently scheduled 
in creases will raise this to $745.80 in 20 years 
if no additional changes are made. And judging 
by past history, they are alm ost certain to be. 
T his latter figure represents 11.3 per cent of the 
first $6,600 in wages that a working person 
takes in. 
Social security is not a good deal for the younger 
w orkers. For example, if you’re 25 years old, the 
amount paid into the treasury by the time you are 
65 under the present social security rules will 
total $19,392. 
For this you will be entitled to, 
as Mr. Stevenson puts it, a “ . . . ‘gratuity’ of 
$168 a month at age 65 if single and $252 if 
m arried. . .” 
It is pointed out that the National 
A ssociation of Life Underwriters has calculated 
that the same schedule of payments would buy a 
private insurance policy which would pay $312 
a month to a single person, $263 a month to a 
m arried person” “ . . . with either survivor to 
continue receiving $175.83 a month. . .” as long 
as he or she lives. 
The chance of collecting social security pay­ 
ments 30 or 40 years ago from now is becoming 
increasingly questionable. 
It will depend on the 
mood of the taxpayers of that later day. 
It is 
now 
estimated that the amount by which the 
prom ised benefits of social security exceed 
what the “ . . . ‘insured’ persons are supposed 
to eventually pay toward meeting these costs — 
are $350 billion. 
That is a sum which exceeds 
the current national debt.” 


In conclusion, Mr. Stevenson suggests that “ . .. 
a blue-ribbon commission could explore the 
possibility of requiring workers to buy annuity 
insurance from government-regulated private 
insurance-investm ent funds just as some states 
require m otorists to buy liability insurance.” 
This might be one solution. 
However, solid 
evidence is mounting that it may already be 
past time for a critical appraisal and redirec­ 
tion of the social security program. The alter­ 
native is that the government of the United States 
may find itself unable to meet its moral obligation 
to provide the basic floor of financial security 
which for over a generation the American people 
have been told they could stand on with certainty.

WILL YOU COLLECT 
SOCIAL SECURITY? 
Thirty years ago, the Federal Insurance Con­ 
tributions Act, better known as social security, 
went into effect. 
It was intended to provide a 
minimum floor of financial security to cushion 
the years of reduced earning power after re­ 
tirement. 
It has withstood all objections raised 
against it — objections centering on its being 
an invasion of free enterprise, of the employee’s 
r i g h t to 
decide how much he wished to set 
aside for his retirement and to choose his own 
* retirement plan. 
Employers who felt it to be a 
'costly and needless additional expense to business, 
and not the American way of doing things, have 
come to accept it. 
Social security has become the greatest social 
welfare program ever undertaken involving some 
180 million U. S. citizens. 
The appalling fact 
is that most of the people now under social 
security, and those paying the taxes to support 
it, probably do not realize that they are not buying 
an insurance policy, that they have no contract 
of any sort which guarantees payment of benefits 
of any certain amount, that funds are not set 
aside for the payments of benefits and that 
current benefits are paid out of current social 
security taxes or from funds which the govern­ 
ment borrows. 
If obligations to pay benefits 
outrun the willingness of working people to pay 
taxes and budgetary limitations prevent other 
financing, Congress can, at any time, change 
the law to redistribute, withdraw' or discontinue 
benefits conferred. The fact is that the descrip­ 
tion of the program given in the official booklet 
“ Your Social Security** to the effect that 9 out of 
IO working people, “are now building protection 
for themselves and their families under the 
Social Security program** and that “the amount 
will depend on your average earnings** is just 
plain poppycock. 
C harles Stevenson, a senior editor of The Read­ 
e r ’s Digest, has raised the question, “ How Secure 
Is Your Social Security?** 
This is a question 
that concerns every one of us. 
First consider 
cost. 
The top amount paid into the government 
annually IO years ago for a covered worker was 
$189. Now it is $580.80, and presently scheduled 
increases will raise this to $745.80 in 20 years 
if no additional changes are made. And judging 
by past history, they are almost certain to be. 
This latter figure represents 11.3 per cent of the 
first $6,600 in wages that a working person 
takes in. 
Social security is not a good deal for the younger 
w orkers. For example, ifyou*re25yearsold, the 
amount paid into the treasury by the time you are 
65 under the present social security rules will 
total $19,392. 
For this you will be entitled to, 
aa Mr. Stevenson puts It, a 
. , ‘gratuity’ of 
$168 a month at age 65 if single and $252 if 
m arried. . .** 
It is pointed out that the National 
Association of Life Underwriters has calculated 
that the same schedule of payments would buy a 
private insurance policy which would pay $312 
a month to a single person, $263 a month to a 
m arried person** “ . . . with either survivor to 
continue receiving $175.83 a month. . .*’ as long 
as he or she lives. 
The ehunce of collecting social security pay­ 
ments 30 or 40 years ago from now is becoming 
increasingly questionable. 
It will depend on the 
mood of the taxpayers of that later day. It is 
now estimated that the amount by which the 
promised benefits of social security exceed 
what the M. . . ‘insured* persons are supposed 
to ex t ritually pay toward meeting these costs -- 
are $360 billion. 
That is a sum which exceeds 
the current national debt.** 


In conclusion, Mr. Stevenson suggests that “ . .. 
a blue-ribbon commission could explore the 
possibility of requiring workers to buy annuity 
insurance from government-regulated private 
insurance-investment funds just as some states 
require m otorists to buy liability insurance.** 
This might be one solution. 
However, solid 
evidence is mounting that it may already be 
past time for a critical appraisal and redirec­ 
tion of the social security program. The alter­ 
native is that the government of the United States 
may find itself unable to meet its moral obligation 
to provide the basic floor of financial security 
which for over a generation the American people 
have been told they could stand on with certainty.

A NEW KEYSTONE CHARTER 
Pennsylvania’s Constitutional Convention, called 
to revise an obsolete charter of 1874, meets in 
Harrisburg on Friday, Dec. I. 
Although the 
drive for constitutional reform waspretty^ much 
bipartisan, Republicans will be in control of the 
convention. 
Republicans on Nov. 7 won 77 out of 150 dele­ 
gate positions.

Voters in New York State turned down 
a controversial new constitution on Nov. 7. Con­ 
stitutional reform is under way or being discussed 
in more than 20 other states.

Editor’s Note -- Drew Pearson 
has visited Greece and Turkey 
more times than he can remem­ 
ber, dating back to 1919, and is 
one of the leading American jour­ 
nalistic authorities on the two 
countries. 
He is one of the few 
Americans given the unique hon­ 
or of being made an “ Honorary 
Citizen of Athens,” an honor giv­ 
en to the late Premier Clemen- 
ceau of France and Prime Min­ 
ister Lloyd George of England. 
DREW PEARSON SAYS: 
The 
Truman Doctrine is dead; U. S. 
invested its money on arms, not 
civilian improvement. 
WASHINGTON 
— 
No matter 
what happens in the current crisis 
between Greece and Turkey, you 
can write off the Truman Doctrine 
as dead. This is the most impor­ 
tant conclusion to be drawn from 
the precarious position between 
the two beneficiaries of the Tru­ 
man Doctrine - - a position which 
will continue even if war over 
Cyprus is averted. 
The Truman Doctrine was de­ 
creed by Harry S. Truman in 
1947 in order to prevent the two 
countries guarding the gateway 
between the Mediterranean and 
the Hlack Sea from falling under 
the influence of Russia. 
Ever 
since the days of the czars, 
Russia had coveted control of 
this gateway, and Greece, then 
torn by Communist guerrillas, 
and Turkey, prostrate after the 
war, were ready to line up with 
any nation tending succor. 
President Truman’s bold stroke 
in decreeing massive economic 
and military aid to these two na­ 
tions was considered an Ameri­ 
can milestone. No other Ameri­ 
can president in fieacetime had 
so decisively departed from the 
American isolationist tradition. 
Today, however, the two recipi­ 
ents of Truman’s aid have t«en 
threatening a war which could 
conceivably 
precipitate 
World 
War III. 
Meanwhile 
Turkish 
mobs, protesting over our [>eace- 
keeplng efforts, have stoned the 
U. S. Information Office in Ank­ 
ara, Turkish students were so 
hostile that Deputy Defense se c ­ 
retary Cyrus Vance had to land 
at a military air field; while in 
Greece, the democracy we sought 
to protect from communism,has 
given way to a fascist dictator­ 
ship. 


—WHY DOCTRINE DIES — 
We are still spending the huge 
amounts for military aid in Tur­ 
key, with approximately 10,000 
U.S. Air Force personnel sta­ 
tioned there. 
And we are giving 
le sser military aid to Greece. 
But the Truman Doctrine, as far 
as 
it benefits world peace or 
cooperation 
with 
the 
United 
States, is dead. 
Reasons for its death are three­ 
fold: 
1. We placed our reliance on 
tanks when what this part of the 
world needed most was tractors. 
It was much easier, of course, to 
get arms OK’d by Congress than 
tractors. 
2. We 
made little attempt to 
alleviate the ancient suspicion 
between the Christian Greeks and 
the Moslem Turks. 
3. We based the need for aid on 
the fear of Russia and necessity 
to fight the cold war. The Rus­ 
sians cut the ground out from 
under this by ending the cold war. 
Visiting the Near East in Jan­ 
uary 1951 I drove along the bor­ 
der between Turkey and its near­ 
est Communist neighbor, Bul­ 
garia. 
The cold war was at its 


le sse r extent into Greece, to pro­ 
tect them against an enemy of 
which we ourselves no longer 
feared. 
The U. S. Congress, 
however, was still willing to 
vote tanks but not tractors. Since 
the arms were not to be used 
against Russia, and since m ili­ 
tary men don’t like to feel un­ 
used and unwanted, the generals 
began to maneuver against them­ 
selves. 
They began to fan the 
600-year-old 
grudge 
between 
Greece and Turkey. 
It all began slowly. Turks rioted 
against 
Greek 
merchants 
in 
Istanbul. Greeks in Cyprus be­ 
gan pressuring for independence 
from the British. 
The British 
used the Turkish minority as 
an excuse not to grant indepen­ 
dence. 
By 
1964 
the 
fanning of old 
hatreds reached near war. P res­ 
ident Johnson invited both P resi­

Papandreou of Greece to 
Washington, found Papandreou to 
be one of the few who flatly re­ 
fused tc succumb to Johnson’s 
persuasive charm.

Its schools, 
universities, housing, highways, 
parks and industry were far be­ 
hind those of the neighboring 
Communist world. 
Turkey had

U.S. pesticide expert says it is a 
m iracle that m ass poisoning by 
an insecticide, sim ilar to the 
poisoning of scores of persons in 
Colombia last week, has not oc­ 
curred in this country. 
“ It could happen,” says Dr. 
Samuel W. Simmons, chief of 
the U.S. Public Health Service’s 
pesticides program at the Com­ 
municable D isease Center in At­ 
lanta. 
At least 76 men, women, and 
children In Chiquinquira, Col­ 
ombia died last weekend after 
eating bread poisoned with a 
deadly insecticide whose effects 
are sim ilar to nerve gas. 
Another 86 Colombians are re­ 
ported in critical condition de- 
spite antidotes rushed to Colom­ 
bia from the United States. 
M ore than 50 state and local 
health officials are meeting with 
Simmons in a conference on the 
investigation of chemical poi­ 
sonings such as those in Colom­ 
bia. 
Commenting on the possibility 
of sim ila r deaths in the United 
S tates, Simmons said in an in­ 
terview there is little real regu­ 
lation of the purchase of the 
transportation of pesticides.

To be sure it reaches him in good con­ 
dition and in good time for Christmas... just 
follow these important steps. 
1. The deadline for mailing by surface 
transportation. November 11th, is already 
past. To be sure your package arrives on 
time, send it air mail—and mail it by Decem­ 
ber 11th at the latest. 
(The Post Office Department and the 
Department of Defense have been assured 
that all air mail packages received by then 
will be delivered to Vietnam by Christmas.) 
2. Make sure the name and address is 
complete and clearly legible, placed length­ 
wise on the lower right hand side of your 


package, leaving room for the necessary 
postmark, notations, etc. Be sure to include 
the important 5-digit A.PO. or F.PO. num­ 
ber in the address to avoid serious delays. 
3. It may be necessary to mark the 
package. “Gift export license not required." 
Ask your post office. 
4. Make sure the postage is fully pre­ 
paid. Your post office can help you deter­ 
mine the amount. 
5. If you are using Christmas seals 
or other labels in aid of charitable projects, 
put them on the back not on the address 
side of your package. The Post Office issues 
a special Christmas stamp which is legal 
postage and should therefore be above the 
address. 
6. Mail the package at the proper win­ 
dow in your post office, not at a letter box. 


7. The post office can also tell you 
what weight limit applies. (It varies by 
A.PO. and F PO. number.) 
8. Be very sure the package itself is 
secure and substantial. Take into account 
the contents, the climatic conditions, and 
the handling within Vietnam. Paper alone 
or ordinary pasteboard boxes are inade­ 
quate. Canvas or similar materials, double- 
faced corrugated cardboard boxes, solid 
fiber boxes or wooden containers are recom­ 
mended. Contents should not shake or rattle. 
If you have any further questions, 
your post office can answer them for you. 
But by following these key suggestions, 
your serviceman should have your gift 
package intact and in time for Christmas. 
And th a t’s the best way to tell him your 
heart is with him.

But it has to travel almost 
halfway around the world. 
To be sure it reaches him in good con­ 
dition and in good time for Christmas... just 
follow these important steps. 
1. The deadline for mailing by surface 
transportation, November lith , is already 
past. T o be sure your package arrives on 
time, send it air m ail-an d m ail it by D ecem ­ 
ber J J th at the latest. 
(T he Post Office Department and the 
Department of Defense have been assured 
that all air m ail packages received by then 
will be delivered to Vietnam by Christm as.) 
2. Make sure the name and address is 
complete and clearly legible, placed length­ 
wise on the lower right hand side of your 


package, leaving room for the necessary 
postmark, notations, etc. Be sure to include 
the important 5-digit A.PO. or FPO. num­ 
ber in the address to avoid serious delays. 
3. It m ay be necessary to mark the 
package, “Gift export license not required.” 
Ask your post office. 
4. Make sure the postage is fully pre­ 
paid. Your post office can help you deter­ 
mine the amount. 
5. If you are using Christmas seals 
or other labels in aid of charitable projects, 
put them on the back not on the address 
side of your package. The Post Office issues 
a special Christmas stamp which is legal 
postage and should therefore be above the 
address. 
6. Mail the package at the proper win­ 
dow in your post office, not at a letter box. 


7. T he post office can also tell you 
what w eight lim it applies. (It varies by 
A.PO. and FP O . number.) 
8. Be very sure the package itself is 
secure and substantial. Take into account 
the contents, the clim atic conditions, and 
the handling within Vietnam. Paper alone 
or ordinary pasteboard boxes are inade­ 
quate. Canvas or similar materials, double- 
faced corrugated cardboard boxes, solid 
fiber boxes or wooden containers are recom­ 
mended. Contents should not shake or rattle. 
If you have any further questions, 
your post office can answer them for you. 
But by follow ing these key suggestions, 
your servicem an should have your gift 
package intact and in time for Christmas. 
And that’s the best way to tell him your 
heart is with him.
